THE TROUT SEASON 
IS EARLIER NOW 


According to the new announce 
ments regarding sport fishing, the 


close season for trout other than 
luke trout or grayling which has 
been from October 16th in each 


year to June 14th following, both 
days inclusive, has been altered so 
as to allow fishing to begin on May 
24th and to end September 80th. 
The cut-throat trout spawn in the 
spring, while grayling spawn in the 
fall and investigations have proven 
that trout spawning season is prac- 
tically over by May 24th and that 
grayling are only in spawning con- 
dition after the first of October. 
Therefore paragraph 32 of the 
special fisheries regulations has 
been amended to read as follows: 
“In waters in that portion of Al- 
berta northward from the interna- 
tional boundary line to and includ- 
ing the Bow River and its tribu- 
taries, no one shall fish or catch or 
kill any trout or grayling (other 
than lake trout or Rocky Mountain 
Whitefish) from the 1st October 
in each year to the 23rd May fol- 
lowing, both days inclusive.”

So she 
is careful to keep the pulleys in good

If we were as careful to keep our 
{eye motors in good working cod tion 
there would be far less call for eye- 
glasses, with the expense and lack 
of beauty which their use entails. 

The pupil of the eye, which dilates 
ir the dark and contracts in the light 
is the original soul window. It is mere- 
ly a hole which smaller or 
larger as the pulleys of the iris con- 
tract or relax. 

You know that all muscles feel bet- 
ter when they are evenly exercised, 
and realize how refreshing the 
darkness is after spending much time 
,in a bright light. 

One of the easiest ways of keeping 
yourself fresh is therefore to close the 
eyes from time to time and enable 
the muscles which have been holding 
the pupils into pin points to relax. For 
closing the eyes is equivalent to go- 
ing into the dark. 

The part of the eye which most 
closely resembles a window, however, 
is the lens, which is placed right over 
the iris or colored part of the eye. 

If the lens loses its transparenc 
in cases of cataract, it is as 
impossible to see as it is to look out 
of a pane of glass which has been 
covered with paint. 

A number of little muscles move the 
lens forward @B back according as the 
to be observed is near or far 
away. Yet because so many parents 
and teachers forget that the tiny eye 
| muscles must be evenly used, many a 
jboy or girl is obliged to wear eye- 
glasses for the astigmatism which is 
caused by lack of even work among 
the tiny lens muscles. 

The best way to keep the muscles 
}of accommodation in good condition 
is to remember that you possess these 
tiny structures and offer them a 
change of work.

Delicious Desserts 


(By Mary Lee Swann, the Well-known 
Writer and Lecturer on

LEMON SAUCE 


Mix 8 tablespoons cornstarch with 
1 cup sugar. Stir slowly into 2 cups 
boiling water. Cook 10 minutes, stir- 
ring constantly. Add the grated rind 
and juice of 1 lemon and 2 tablespoons 
of butter. 


TAPIOCA DELIGHT

Childrens Parties 


(By Mrs. Christine Frederick, The 
Distinguished Authority on 
Household Efficiency.) 

In every home where there are 


children the problem of entertaining 
them with parties on their birthdays, 
on holidays and other occasions is one 
that frequently arises. To many 
mothers all such entertaining seems 
burdensome, but taken in the right 
spirit and with proper planning there 
is no reason why a children’s party 
should be too much bother or too 
much expense, 

Such affairs give great delight to 
children, and certainly they ought to 
be entitled to them frequently, pro- 
vided the parties are not given too 
fancy a trend and are not accompanied 
by too elaborate foods, 

First let’s talk about decorations. 
Probably in the child’s mind the ap- 
pearances or decorations are fully as 
important as the edibles. Just the 
very thought of being in a gayly dec- 
orated room bright with color and 
gazing on a wonderfully ornamental 
table is quite a “party” all in itself 
for the average child, 

Crepe paper and paper novelties are 
the mother’s best assistance here. Al- 
most any stationery store will supply 
the wide rolls, or the two-inch rolls 
which come especially for twining and 
overhead use. 

The narrow rolls can be unwound, 
twisted and crossed with contrast- 


ing colors and arranged in all kinds 


descending over the table. 

The paper having a colored bor- 
der of figures can be adapted in 
novel ways. The entire width may 
extend around the room like a frieze, 
or in the case of small children it may 
be fastened along the walls about 
three feet from the floor, where they 
can see it easily. Sometimes the fig- 
ures may be cut out and pinned at- 
tractively. We have the “Sunbonnet 
Baby,” “Mother Goose,” “Cupid,” 
“Cherries and Hatchet,” and a wide 
variety of animals to choose from in 
this kind of paper, which comes in all 
colors. 

This same wide roll can be used 
as a table cover, for it is wisest not 
to trust good linen where there 
are small persons who spill. Use 
sufficient of this paper of appropriate 
design to make a cover for the table. 
Napkins can generally be secured in 
similar design, thus saving all wash- 
ing and worry about damage to lin- 
en. Sometimes portions of this dec- 
orated paper can be cut out mounted 
on cardboard and used for central dec- 
orations or for place cards or favors. 
Paper plates and other paper dishes 
are highly ornamental and mean a 
great saving in work, 

The arrangement of the table may 
be simple or very elaborate. Some 
sort of centrepiece should be designed, 
typical of the day. This may be a 
cannon or flags, ete, for patriotic 
days, or hearts, cupids and everything 
light and dainty for Valentine’s Day. 
A Jack Horner’s pie containing small 
gifts fastened to ribbons or strings to 
be pulled out by each small guest al- 
ways creates merriment. 

For a party for children under eight 
years old a Noah’s Ark with the ani- 
mals walking in procession makes an 
attractive centrepiece. For place 
cards use pictures of animals and for 
favors little animals of celluloid or 
wood, The decorations should be in 
bright red and white, in pink and 
white or in mixed rainbow colors. 

The refreshments at a party for 
children of this age may include 
weak cocoa, small cookies or plain 
sponge cake, vanilla ice cream and 
gayly striped stick candy. For older 
children the menu may | consist of 
siniple sandwiches, ice cream, sponge 
cake, fruit, nuts and plain candies. 

Children’s parties should _ prefer- 
ably be held in the afternoon, and 
the refreshments given early in the 
affair. This will occupy some time, 
thus preventing too much hilarity. It 
is also much wiser to let the children 
have the refreshments long enough in 
advance so as not to interfere with 
their home dinner. Do not make the 
mistake of serving too much sweet 
food or any really heavy, rich food to 
a child. Only sponge or angel cake 
mixtures are desirable — not fruit 
cake, nor cake with rich icings and 
fillings. 

The secret of a successful child- 
ren’s party from the entertainment 
end is to keep the children constantly 
moving from one game or interest to 
another. If sufficient interesting 
play is not provided and well thought 
out in advance, the children are sure 
to begin to get noisy and restless. All 
the material for their games or other 
amusements should be provided in ad- 
vance and laid on some convenient 
table,

NASTURTIUM 


» “The nasturtium gives a splendid re- 

turn for a little ‘attention. A great 
wealth of bloom is easily grown. At 
Frache’s Nurseri¢és are plants ready 
for setting out, get some. 

The popular nasturtium as a flow- 
er should be fully as favored as a 
garden vegetable, because its leaves 
its flowers and its unripe “seeds” can 
be used for salads and the “seeds” 
for pickles. The best way to serve 
this plant is with bread and butter 
and salt. The flavor is distinct from 
that of any other plant, even its near 
relatives mustard and cress. 

For the best results nasturtiums 
should be grown in the very sunniest 
position available and in comparative- 
ly poor soil. In this respect it differs 
from most other salad plants. When 
grown for the table the climbing var- 
ieties should be chosen, because they

Unauthorized Wearing 


of Military Uniforms 


It has again been brought to the 
attention of the Militia Authorities 
that there are numerous cases of civ 
ilians wearing, without authority, 
military uniforms, or portions of mil- 
itary uniform, mainly greatcoats, and 
instructions as to what action should 
be taken in the circumtsances have 
been issued. 

The persons who, without authority, 
wear uniform, or portions thereof, 
come within two main classes, viz.— 

(a) Discharged soldiers, who have 
been permitted to retain their  uni- 
form on discharge, and persons who 
have purchased from such discharged 
soldiers or other individuals, articles 
of uniform with the buttons and 
badges thereon; and 

(b) Members of Non-Permanent 
Active Militia Units who, when not 
Attending drill, or going to and from 
drill, or on other occasions not desig- 
nated in the Militia Act, and the reg- 
ulations made thereunder, wear their 
greatcoats, breeches, etc., which have 
been issued to them. 

It is considered that steps should 
now be taken to prevent as much as 
possible the unauthorized wearing of 
uniform, or articles of clothing so 
nearly similar to Military uniform as 
are likely to be mistaken therefor. 

The Criminal Code (R.S.C., Chap. 
146) was amended by the Statutes of 
1920 (10 and 11 Geo. V., Chap. 43.) 

Section 10 of this Chapter adds a 
new section to the Criminal Code, viz., 
437 (a) This amendment provides, in 
brief, that any person who, without 
lawful authority, wears any uniform 
of His Majesty’s Naval, Land and Air 
Forces, or any uniform which is so 
similar to the uniform of the said 
forces as to be likely to be mistaken 
therefor, shall be liable on summary 
conviction to a penalty not exceeding 
$300.00, or to imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding twelve months, or 
to both fine and imprisonment. 

This section will be invoked as au 
thority for proceeding in the above 
mentioned cases, but before any pro- 
ceedings are so instituted against per- 
sons who commit the above mentioned 
offence, final warnings are being is- 
sued throughout the’ District, warning 
all concerned that the unauthorized 
wearing of any uniform of H. M. 
Naval, Land or Air Forces, or of any 
uniform so similar as likely to be mis 
taken therefore, constitutes an of 
fence under the Criminal Code, and 
that persons committing such offenee 
vill render themselves liable to prose 
cution, and, further, that all civilians 
who wear greatcoats, tunics, ete., 
must have the buttons and badges re 
moved, thereby rendering them less 
liable to be mistaken for military uni 
form.

Science has long since demonstrat- 
ed the fly’s responsibility for the dis- 
semination of disease germs. Every- 
one knows how unsanitary it is to 
have the fly about. Yet there is the 
danger every spring that the com- 
munity will not awaken to the real 
danger until the number has multiplied 
to a point where serious injury can- 
not be avoided. If you have not al- 
ready done so this is the time to get 
the swatter into action.

Hail Facts 


(Contributed by H. C,

Winter.) 


majority of farmers do not 


{know the cause of hail and seem to 


have taken it for granted in some 
localities. When hail visits the dis- 
trict, they see the effect but take no 
interest in its cause. The cause is 
; known—it is not theoretical reason- 
jing but a known fact, and it is one 
thing over which we have absolutely 
no control. It cannot be prevented 
and its only protection is insurance, 
Hail is frozen moisture and is caus- 
ed by the frozen particles of moisture 
first descending into a warm cloud, 
whence they are carried upward on 


jan ascending current of heated air in- 


to a stratum of cold air. There the 
fresh coating of water vapor deposit- 
jed in the cloud is frozen—the hail 
stone descends again, receives another 
lcoating, is carried up once more, is 
refrozen and again descends, It re- 
peats this process until it becomes too 
heavy for the air currents to sup- 
port it, when it falls to earth. The 
air currents are largely responsible 
us to the severity of the storm and to 
where the damage occurs. No land is 
immune to hail. The cause eliminates 
this theory. 

Upon the amount of rainfall during 
the crop season depends in a great 
degree the amount of hail we may 
expect to have. Years of over-aver 


age rainfall cause over-average hail | 
damage, and the reverse is also true | 


of under-average years. There has 
never been a year of over-average 
rainfall but the hail damage has been 
very great. The rainfall during the 
past four years has been under-aver- 
age, and it is the longest period of 
sub-normal rainfall in the history of 
the province, All signs point to heavy 
precipitation during the growing sea- 
son this year, and, consequently, the 
hail hazard is expected to be greater 
than at any time during the past four 
years. 

Hail is more prevalent in years 
when the precipitation is heavy dur- 
ing the growing season. This is nat- 
ural reasoning as it requires moisture 
to form. The last year of over-aver- 
age moisture during the growing sea- 
son was 1916, when 
throughout the American Continent 
paid out an aggregate of approxi- 
mately 4 million dollars over and a-

WHEREAS the Canadian Northern 
Railway purchased the Right of Way 
Macleod South to Pincher Creek and 
have graded the same, and the coun- 
try through which the said grade 
passes is not served by any other rail- 
way. 

AND WHEREAS the Government 
National Park of Waterton Lakes is 
easily reached from the road and the 
country all along the route is a par- 
ticularly good farming district. 

AND WHEREAS Pincher Creek is 
still without any railway connection 
and should be served by some rail- 
way. 

AND WHEREAS the bonds of the 
road have been guaranteed by the Al- 
berta Government, and the payment 
of interest goes on even when the road 
is not operating, and large reserva- 
tions were made at Macleod for yards 
and shops. » 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
that the Council do urge the Premier 
of Alberta and his Cabinet to take im- 
mediate steps to have the road oper- 
ated, making arrangements if neces- 
sary with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way for the operation of the same.

Contract is Awarded 
Work Starts at Once 


The contract for the earthwork of 
the Lethbridge Northern has been a- 
warded to Grant, Smith & McDonnell, 
of Calgary and Ottawa. The bid is 
$470,000 less than the estimate of last 
year. 

Contracts were signed Wednesday 
night, last week, between L, C. 
Charlesworth and G, N. Houston, 
chairman and secretary of the Irriga- 
tion Council, and Grant Smith, presi- 
dent of Grant Smith and Co., and Mce- 
Donnell, Ltd., the winning contractors 
for the construction of the ditches of 
the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
project, entailing the removal of 
about 6,000,000 yards of earth on the 
fifty miles of main ditch of the sys- 
tem, the contract for which was a- 
warded the Grant Smith Co. on Wed- 


+nesday afternoon last week, over four 


other contractors. The contract was 
signed Thursday by Chairman Crofts 
and Secretary Dunning of the Leth- 
bridge Northern Irrigation district, 
and within a few days actual work on 
the ditches will commence. The con- 
tract must be completed by 1923. 


Employ 1,000 Men 


“We expect to employ as many as 
1,000 men with a relative number of 
teams and large ditching machines 
when the work gets going full swing, 
the contractors stated. 

Mr. Charlesworth returned to Ed- 
monton highly pleased with the con- 
tract which had been awarded. “The 
earthwork is the controlling factor in 
the time it will take to complete the 
ditch and deliver water to the farm- 
ers, and that is why we were so anx- 
ious to let the contract without delay. 
The price is highly satisfactory, and 
the contracting firm is old and well- 
established, so I see no reason for 
any trouble whatever. Conditions as 
to labor and materials are such now 
that the contract should run along 
without a hitch. The year’s delay in 
awarding the contract has already 
saved the farmers in the district about 
$5 an acre as compared with the esti- 
mates on which they voted the bonds. 
The estimates of Mr. Anderson were 
for some 97,000 acres. The contract 
calls for the ditches for the ditches for 
35, so that the $470,000 figure 
mentioned is better even than what it 
appears. 


Save Much on Remainder 


“On the remainder of the contract, 
headworks, flumes, ete., in which 
there will be a great deal of lumber 
used, the saving should be great 
greater in comparison. Lumbe? 
is quoted as low as $7 a thousand at 
the coast mills as against $35 or $40 
when Mr. Anderson made his esti- 
mates, so that we can look for a big 
saving on that one item. Labor also 
figures largely in the remainder of 
the contract and that should be really 
available when we get ready to a- 
ward the contract for the remainder 
of the work. It would not surprise 
me if we saved eight or ten dollars an 
aere on Mr. Anderson’s estimates and 
that will mean a big saving to the 
farmers in their annual taxes to meet 
the interest and principal on the cost 
of production.”

Heavy fines are imposed for any 
breaches of the Dairying Act. Al- 
though there was at first eonsiderable 
objection to the scheme. Australians 
have learned that it pays to be scien- 
tific and cleanly, and in the southern 
continent at the present time, the 
dairy farmers compose the most pros- 
perous class in the community, while 
Australian butter has a reputation 
which is hard to excel,

HOW FAST DO TREES GROW 


One of the things most necessary to 
know in regard to Canadian forests is 
how rapidly they grow again, when 


cut down or burned over. Most of 
the European countries have this 
knowledge in fairly complete form 


and are managing their forests ac- 
cordingly, but European figures can- 
not be applied to Canadian forests. 
Each country must make up its own 
growth-tables, Information on this 
subject is being gathered in different 
parts of Canada. One of these scien- 
tific studies of the rate of tree-growth 
is being made by the Forestry Branch 
of the Department of the Interior at 
Petawawa, Ontario, in the heart of 
the Ottawa valley. Plots of different 
kinds of trees are set apart, and the 
rate of growth in these measured and 
recorded. The effect of thinning, trim- 
ming, and draining upon the growth 
is also studied, so that in a compara- 
tively few years data will be avail- 
able which will be of the greatest 
value in the management of Canadian 
forests and woodlands. ‘

DEATH OF 
ISAAC HUNTER 


Isaac Hunter, of Spring Point, died 
at Macleod hospital on Friday, June 
8rd at 11,30 o’clock. Mr. Hunter was 
stricken with paralysis of the stomach 
on Sunday, May 22nd, and was 
brought to the hospital here on Wed- 
May 25th, from which time 
he sank gradually till death ensued 
on Friday last. 

The funeral occurred on Saturday, 
June 4th, from the Presbyterian 
church, Macleod, at 3 o’clock, the ser- 
vices being conducted. by Rev. J. 
Kennedy, and from the church a great 
number of sorrowing friends followed 
in the cortege to the Union Cemetery 
for interment. 


Isaac Hunter was born in Salt Lake 
City, June 4th, 1856. He received his 
education in that city, and later en- 
tered the services of the Utah Central 
Railway, continuing with that com- 
pany up to 1893.
